History of Relations 


No new policy has been established by the United States 
in its recent action in Nicaragua, the State Department merely 
having reverted to the policy announced by President Roose- 
velt in 1905 when he suggested that under the Monroe Doctrine 
this country must help its sister republics in the maintenance

Italian historian, in an arrestive article 
in the January Current History, m which 
she sums up the gains and losses of her 
sex because of its new freedom, and makes 
the balance swing heavily on the side of 
the losses. 7 
Mme. Ferrero lists the gains as those of 
the elective franchise, equal educational 
privileges, the ability to become a priest, 
a minister, a doctor, a diplomat, an as 
tronomer or a chauffeur. Sie says that 
“it can even happen, as Miss Lenglen has 
shown, that a woman tennis champion can 
earn vast sums of money.” But she doubts 
very much if these victories have in- 
creased woman's happiness. She says that 
“never before has womab deen 80 active, 
never before has she soa protested against 
man, against society, against the world as 
at present.” But she contends that wom- 
an is less conte ite than in the days when 
she indulged in no agitation whatever.

Nicaragua route.” 

In the year 1900, when I spent 
considerable time in Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica investigating rub- 
ber growing possibilities there, the 
preliminary work of the United 
States was in full swing from the 
big lake to the Caribbean Ses. 
Camps were established along the 
San Juan River collecting valuable 
data and doing survey work. At 
the big camp established just 


above the point where the San 


Carles River from the Costa Rica 
highlands sweeps into the placid 
San Juan I had many interesting 
talks with the young American 
engineers engaged on the frat 
steps in this magnificent project, 

At that time the best engineers 
took the building of the Nicaragua 
Canal by the United States as a 
foregone conclusion. None of the 
specialists working on the San 
Juan any longer considered the 
Panama route a serious competitor 
What their feelings must have 
been two years later at Roosevelt's 
sudden and switch 


the Nicaragua Canal was well ad- 
vanced. At the camp above the 
San Carlos tedts had already been 
made for building there a dam te 
raise the level of the river to that 
of the lake. Thence a series of 
five locks weré to manipolate the 
105 feet fali between Lake Nic 
aragua and the port of Greytown. 
On the Pacific side four locks were 

seventeen-mile 
drop along 


Grande to a harbor to be built at 
San Juan del Sur. 

In 1900 the sand bar formed out- 
side the port of Greytown by the 
immense amount of sand and silt 
washed dowu into the San Juan 
River by the turbulent San Carlos 
had already closed this harbor once 
open to ships of the heaviest tom 
nage. This sand bar many of the 
construction engineers held to be 
the worst obstacle to be overcome 
on the Nicaragaua shtp canal route.

Man has always been a chang- 
ing animal. The earliest buman 
remains of a few score thousand 
years ago are of creatures so dif- 
ferent that they are now regarded 
as a distinct species of homo. 
Only within twenty or thirty 
thousand years does man seem 


to have been truly man. There is 


a disposition in some quarters to 
exaggerate the resemblance of 
the later Stone Age men to mod- 
ern types, and to minimize the 
changes that have occurred since 
the onset of civilization. What ts 
called the Cro-Magnon race was 
a race of big individuals and, as 
in the case of their brutish pre- 


gence.

sense written about their artistic 
gifts and their general intelill- 
They drew and carved— 
about as well as recent Bushmen 
have drawn and carved. They 
were a0 far “modern” in their art 
that at times jt was strikingly 
obscene. 

A brain is known by its fruits, 
and the total product of this Cro- 
Magnon brain, of which certain 
excited anthropologists have 


made a marvel, was the preca-. 


rious life of painted, wandering 
savages. In build and skull type 


and general character this Cro- 


Magnon people differed from any 
race now flourishing in this 
world. Industrious search may 
find odd individuals here and 
there, tn Centra] France and the 
Canary Isles, for example, rather 
after the Cro-Magnon type. They 
are rarely eminent individuals. 
Throughout the whole histori- 
cal period the races of men have 
been changing. In a recent lec- 
ture Sir Arthur Keith noted some 
of the differences between the 
average Briton of today and his 
predecessor of only a few cen- 
The former has, for 
instance, a “scissor bite” of the 


“teeth instead of an edge-to-edge 


bite; his face is finer and longer 
and his palate narrower; his nose 
is thinner and more prominent. 
These are the 
wrought upon him by the com- 
paratively slow and slight alter- 
ations in his circumstances, ex- 
tended and altered dietary, in- 
creased clothing and the like, 
that went on during the Middle 
Ages and the subsequent two or 
three centuries. They are unim- 


portant in comparison with the 


modifications that are being 
pressed upon him by the chang- 
ing circumstances of today. ’ 


Changes in Progress 
Very few of us realize the enor- 
mous distortions that are now 
going on in the life cycle of the 
human animal. There is a 01 


ological revolution in progress— 


of far profounder moment than 
any French or Russian revolu- 
tion that ever happened. The 
facts come dripping in to us, 
here a paragraph in a newspaper, 
there a book, now a chance re 
mark; we are busy about our 
personal affairs and rarely find 
time to sit back and consider the 
immense significance of the 
whole continuing process. We 
forget this before we hear of 
that, and do not put two and two 
together. 

Here, to begin with, is a speci- 
men of the kind of quiet-looking 
fact that gets by most of us with- 
out betraying a shadow of its 
enormous implications. I find it 
mentioned casually in “Rejuve- 
nation,” a book by Dr. Norman 
Haire, which I chance to be con- 
sulting upon a point I shall deal 
with later. It is that since the 
opening of the present century

other more disputable causes 


there are in every thousand in- 


dividuals of a modern Atlantic 
population twenty or less infants 
of under one year, and upon that 
such populations can and do in- 
crease. 
This marks a quite novel rarity 
of children in the new world. To 
judge by oriental citles in which 
medieval conditions still prevail 


and the tombstones in old En- 


glish churches, something Ike 
fifty out of the thousand of our 
ancestral populations, before the 
day of our great-great-grand- 
mothers, were infants under one 
year, of which thirty or more 


‘were doomed to die in childhood 


or adolescence. A lot of that 
thirty died in the first year, a 
lot of survivors from the previ- 
ous year were at the same time 
dying in thelr second year, and 
so on.

the population, the moiety that 
contrived to grow up, must have 
been mainly occupied in mother- 
ing, fathering and nursing this 
superfiluity of offspring. 

As we examine the dry-looking 
figures of birth-rates and death- 
rates in the vital statistics that 
have become available in the past 


hundred years and touch them 


with imaginative understanding, 
we begin to realize that the life 
of man so far, up to our own 
times—and of women far more 
so—has been almost wholly a sex- 
ual one; that—with the exception 
of a few priests, nuns, eccen- 
trics and unattractive women— 
the full round of Ute for everyone 
who could achieve it, who wasn't 


killed too soon, was to grow ap, 


to pair, to produce and sustain a 
large family, burying most of it, 
and so to decay and age and die. 

The whole adult life was con- 
sumed by sex and its conse 
quences; the business of the fam- 
ily, of making it and of toiling 
for it, of weeping over the dead 
and beginning again, was the 
complete circle of life. Man was 
almost as sexual as a cat with its 
ever-recurring kittens. in the 
past the norma: existence fell 
wholly into the frame of the fami- 
ly. Man was a family animal. 
Now this is no longer the case. 
Now family life becomes merely 
a phase in a more ample expe 
rience. Human life escapes be- 
side it and beyond it.

powers with glasses and false

“Nature,” says Sir Arthur 


Keith, “has worked out the evolu- 
tion of the human family on a 
mean life tenure of forty-five 
years; she has hitherto run the 
human army on a short service 
system.” In the near future, on 
the contrary, man will not work 
until he is adult; he will marry 
much later; he will have a small 
successful family; he will then 
go on for some score of years, it 
may be, before he exhibits any 
of the characteristic decadence of 
age.

From its inaugural flight on April 
17, last, this company has earned 
its way at the same time setting 
a new high standard in mechani- 
cal performance. 

Out of nearly 300,000 miles of 
flying its fleet of Douglas mail 
pastenger planes covering the 
600-mile course each way daily 
have encountered but three minor 
mechanical difficulties while un- 
der way. On only one occasion 
has mechanical mishap on that 
line delayed delivery of the mail, 
and of more than 200 passengers 
flown none have been even slight- 
ly inconvenienced. 


This reliability of service has 
been a considerable factor in 
building up the air mail volume 
on this line to a point where it 
represents approximately 4 per 
cent of the daily transcontinental 


-dispatch and nearly one-fourth 


of all the air mail of the nation. 
Because of the economies dic- 
tated by good business practice 
in the installation and operation 
of this line, the revenue earned 
by Western Air Express, Inc. 
has been adequate to its costs 
since the initial flight, and it is 
rapidly achieving a profitable 
basis. 
Other western airways, while 
not quite measuring to the stand- 
ard set by this one company, are, 
generally, on a parity with sim!

Great West 


Wyoming and Colorado have 
been making excellent progress 
in pioneering aerial development. 
At Cheyenne, is located a large 
and fully equipped government 


airport, this being one of the ma- 


jor parts on the Transcontinental 
Air Mail line. Between this point 
and Denver, Colorado Springs 
and Pueblo, the Colorado Air- 
ways Company operates a fleet of 


airplanes handling the govern- 


ment mail contract, as well as 
passengers and express. 
Alexander Industries, Inc., 
Denver, now has an output of 
three airplanes per day. They 
manufacture machines not only 


for trade use, but also for their. 


own use by supervisors of film 
sales work employed by the par- 
ent organization, the Alexander

Film Company. 

The government has provided 
airports for the National Guard 
in Colorado, at Lowry and at 
Pueblo. The port at Colorado 
Springs was provided by the 
Chamber of Commerce for the 
purpose of landing mall planes. 

Western aircraft has reached 
a degree of perfection which 
renders aerial transportation re- 
liable and safe. Western aviators 
are flying daily in the service of 
commerce and western operators 
in this field are prepared to ex- 
tend the benefits of that service 
wherever business mzy demand. 


Educate Public 
If anything, it would seem that 
our aeronautical industry has ad- 
vanced much more rapidly than 


bas the airmindedness ot our 
people generally and an impor- 
tant need today, if we are to re- 
tain leadership, is the education 
of the public as to the advan- 
tages and availability of aerial 
transportation in their daily at- 
fairs. Cities which aim to play 


8 part in the air commerce of to- 


morrow must now prepare air 
harbors in close proximity to 
their metropolitan center. Air 
ports should be developed in ad- 
vance and in anticipation of the 
extension of airways. Emergency 
landing fields at short intervals 
are a requisite to the safety of 
aerial navigation, and night- 
lighting is necessary if other 
than daylight service is required. 

As to these last two, the Bing- 
ham-Parker bill provides for 
their installation and mainten- 
ance by the Department of Com- 
merce as an aid to aerial naviga- 
tion, similar to that which light- 
houses similarly installed and 
maintained afford’ to water navi- 
gation along our coasts. But 
responsibility for airports will 
evolve exclusively upon the 
cities that want air traffic. The 
development of these is anal- 
agous to that of water harbors— 
the public good dictates that they 
should be publicly owned, admin- 
istered and controlled by the 


communities which they individu- 


ally benefit. . 


Political, civic and business 
leaders of the West should unite 
in the common interest upon 8 
practical program to bring air 
commerce to full fruition as 
rapidly as possible. An intelli- 
gent selfishness makes such a 
course imperative if the West 18 


to take complete ad van ge of its 


present position and retain its 
world leadership in this field. 
City, county and State govern- 
ments should take every legal 
course to aid and encourage this 
development. Chambers of Com. 
merce, service clubs and other 
civic organizations should under- 
take the obligation of informing 
their memberships individually 
and through the press, of the air 
trahsport facilities available, and 
assist in a campaign of general 
education on specific applications 
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of commercidl aviation to bust 
ness. 
Concessions necessary to the 
extension and expansion of aerial 
transportation should be facili- 


tated and encouraged in every 


practical way, not only by oil 
companies and producers of ma- 
terials used in airplane construc- 
tion and operation, but also by 
business organizations in general, 
which will ultimately be greatly 
benefited by increased speed in 
the handling 
transactions and services. 

The cities and towns of the 
United States are now confronted 
with a new opportunity for great- 
er commercial achievements. 
Those whose leaders are fore- 


sighted enough to peer into even 


the immediate future, will estab- 
lish first class, convenient air 
ports suitably located—those 
whose leaders fall to grasp the 
significance of this opportunity

Matthew, 
the publican, who went about 
gathering tribute from the peo- 
ple of Judea for Herod's coffers, 
was one who later became one 
of the most sincere Disciples of 
thé Christ. Matthew, also 
known as Levi, was well 
eated and possessed considerable 
wealth, and Was a man of nodle 
ideas and fine principles. Mat- 
thew also was a Galilean. 

Philip, research discloses, was 
native of Bethaaida, in Gall 
lee, aud was well adcquaifited 
with Peter and Andrew. He was 
the opposite of Peter, being un- 
emotional, matter-of-fact, and ab- 
solutely imperturbable. Never- 
theless, he was a sincere be- 
liever, and was résponsible for 
the bringing of Bartholomew 


into the group. The latter, also 


referred to as “Nathaniel,” is 
characterized in the- Bible as the 
“man in whom there fs no guile.” 
Tradition describes him as aged, 
lean ahd bearing the marks of 
suffering.

Standing out as the individual 
ist of the Twelve Disciples wag 
Thomas, known as “the Doubt 
er.” Thomas was known 4s 
“Didymus,” which in Hebrew 
means “the twin,” so it is likely 
that he had a twin. He Was a 
man of warm heart but distrust- 
ful nature. Always slow to bo- 
lieve, when once convinced 
Thomas was not easily to be 
changed. The dubious Thomas 
was the Disciple who insisted on 
putting his finger in the wounded 
hands of Jesus before he would 
believe that his Master really 
had risen from death. It is be- 
Heved that Thomas was mar- 
tyred in India. 

James the Less 

James the Less, so called be- 
cause of his small stature, is 
said by some authorities to have 
been a cousin of Jesus. He was 
from Alphaeus, a town in Gali- 
lee, and was characterized by his 
grave personality and calm mind. 
Although quiet, he had a depth 
of understanding concerning the 
teachings of his Master that 
many of his associates lacked. 

Thaddeus was known also as 
Lebbaeus and Jude. He was the 
scholar of the Nazarene’s little 


group, being an orator and writ- 


er of no small talent. Some say 
he was a kiusman of James the 
Less, Which would make him a 
relative of Jesus. 


The quick-tempered Simon, the 


Zealot, was called the “flaming 
one” 


because of his truculent

nature. He was nervous and 
emotional, and very stern. Simon 
belonged to à sect called the 
Kanoni, which advocated the

to anyone not adhering to the 


There 
is a certain modern group that 
believes Simon was the bfide- 
groom of the marriage in Ca- 
naan, where Jesus turned water 
into wine. 

The presence in the sacred 
group of Judas Iscariot always 
has been an unsolved mystery. 
He is thought to have come from 
Kerioth, a town in Southern Ju- 
dea, being the only Disciple not 
a Galilean. Judas is Known as 
“the Traitor“ because it was he 
who proved faithiess and be 
trayed Jesus into the hands of 
the High Priest Calaphas. Judas 
was a materialist, incapable of 
grasping the spiritual 
nificance of Jesus e Words. He 
seems to have been an énthuai- 
astic suppotter of the Christ as 
long as he saw visions of a ma- 
teria] kingdom on earth, with 
Jesus king and himself in a 


"position of power, but when he 


realized that Jesus would not 
permit ‘the people to make Him 
king, Judas was bitterly disap 
pointed, and his treachery re 
sulted. That he was capable of 
finer feelings is indicated by his 
terrible remorse, in which he 
hanged himself. 
Having informed himself in the 
atyihg péetechalities of the 
ples, Mr. De Mille called in 
Dan Sayte Groesbeck, an artist 
of international prominence, to 
assist him in visualizing the 
physical characteristics of these 
men.

HAMMOND GETS PATENTS 

The patents covering methods and 
means of establishing secret radiant 
telephony, applied for by John Hayes 
Hammond, Jr., of Gloucester, Mass., 
in 1922, have just been issued by 
the United States Patent Office.

A great amount of emphasis has 
been placed by manufacturers upon 
the type of rectifying device used in 
“B” socket-power units. The recti- 
fying unit, of course, is the device 
employea to change the aiternating 
current found in the ordinary house 
lighting mains to the direct current 
necessary for the plate of the vacuum 
tubes in a radio receiver. When cor- 
rectly designed all three classes of 
rectifiers are capable of giving satis- 
factory results providing they are not 
overloaded. 

In the best grades of “B” socket- 
power units that have been designed 
by competent engineers and produced 
by reliable manufacturers, the recti- 


is fixed output voltages to take care 
of a particular arrangement of tubes 
used in the receiver. Any attempt to 
provide adjustable voltages through 
adjustable resistors always is subject 
to serious questioning, due to the fact 
that the receiving set owner usually 
is not provided with the extremely 
high resistance voltmeter that is nec- 
essary to maintain these output 
voltages at the correct values. 

If the maximum efficiency has been 
built into a radio receiver, definite 
fixed voltages for the radio amplify- 
ing tuber, the detector and the first 
and second audio amplifying tubes 
are required. If the voltage of the 
radio amplifying tubes is increased 
much over that specified by the mak- 
er of the receiving set, then there 
is the possibility of causing unbal- 
ancing of the radio circults, and, in

SEVEN MILES OF | 
PIPE LINE COMPLETED 


A water pipe line seven miles long 
with a diameter of from ten to twelve 
Inches has just been installed by the 
Baker Iron Works at San Clemente, 
the Spanish village. It brings the 
water supply from a well in the hills 
above San Juan Capistrano, and 
designed to take care of the needs 
of the village for many years. 

The pipe is made of steel, riveted 
and then double dipped in heavy as- 
phalt, after which it is covered with

It took about 300 tons of steel 
sheets to build the line. 

An interesting feature of the water 
mains of San Clemente is that there 
are ho dead ends in the lines. All 
the water circulates constantly so 
that it cannot become stagnant and 
unfit for use, it is said.

HERE TO STAY 


De Avirett Fin¢és Compositions 
of Today imbued With 
Color and imagery 


— ¶ here to 
the musician of today must accus- | 
ing. 


to Abby de Avirett, dis- 
tinguished Los Angeles pedagogue, 
modern music is an expression of the 
age in which we live, an age which 
is so very different from any former 
period in history. that it must nec- 
essarily have a different way of ex- 
pressing its own very different ideas. 

In Mr. de Avirett’s opinion, the 
tendency of today is to put less stress 
on the emotional in music. The 
sentimental playing of some of our 
former pianists would not be so well 
received in this day and age, and the 
man who continues to teach in the 
same way today the same pieces that 
he taught some years ago is making 
a great mistake. 

This does not mean that feeling fs 
lacking in music today. It is merely 
a different and healthier type of emo- 
tion that is felt. The modern music 
is imbued with color and imagery 
rather than sentimentality. 

Mr. de Avirett does not think. 
however, that because modern music 
is successful, romanticism is doomed. 
He thinks that all that is best in 
the romantic school will live on as 
will the best of the classics. 

He confesses, moreover, that al- 
though he has a very great liking for 
some of the modern music, a return 
to Bach or Beethoven is very refresh- 
ing after hearing much of it. 

Much of what is called modern 
music, he says, is very poor music. 
It may be given one or two hearings 
and then be relegated to the waste 
paper basket, for much of it is ex- | 
perimentation. A great deal of it 
also reflects merely a composer's bad 
taste, or else his desire to appear | 
clever. 

This fact, however, need not de 
discouraging. Mr. de Avirett ir) 
equally sure that, in Bach's time, 
much music was written that might 
equally be termed bad, and says that 
because a piece is labeled Sonata“ 
is no assurance that it is, 

a piece of good music. | 

As a teacher, he is very Keenly m- 
terested in every composition pub- 
lished and is constantly on the look- 
out for novelties, in the h of find- 
ing some good ones to 
He says that one has to look over 
y dozens of pieces in order to 
find a few that have merit and that 
will appeal to the sturient. 

The program of today also refiects 

the changes which have taken place 
in the musical field, and is quite 
different from those presented a few 
years ago. Fewer of the Chopin and 
Liszt works are heard and place is 
given to more of the novelties and 
compositions of the French school. 
Mr. de Avirett is very interesica 
in American music and hopes that

Again, the very fact that we are 6 
peaceful people and that, as a con-

The situation for France, for example, 
would be far different, if Italy were 
to threaten an expansion of cruiser 
strength.

AN EMPTY THREAT 

All negotiation attempted on the 
basis of the use of a prospective. pro- 
gram of cruiser expansion will fail 
because tt is an empty threat. For 
the British, the choice between Amer- 
ican equality in this branch and 
British inferiority in the presence of 
continental dangers and world perils 
to her lines of communication can 
be foreseen. 

Of course, it also is perfectly true 
that no European country would be 
much interested in contributing to 
the success of any American confer- 
ence at this moment, in view of 
American policy with respect of the 
debts. All, too, would see in the 
debt issue the possible basis for trad-

AST fading and now almost entirely forgotten are 
the historic old United States army forts, posts and 
barracks of Southern California, long since abandoned. 
These old army stations are colorful reminders of mem- 
orable days when Uncle Sam stood guard in Southern 
California, in the thrilling times of the Mexican War; 
during the succeeding American era; in the restless Civil 
War days here in this region; and later, when marau- 
ding Indians warred upon the new American settlers, 
and organized bands of murderous robbers infested the 
roads in this region, dared to plunder even the semi- 
sacred United States mail-coaches, and made life a 
terror, and travel a deadly peril, in the then sparsely set- 
tled sections of California, three-quarters of a century 
ago. 

The passage of time, the rising of great cities and 
flourishing towns, the opening of streets through historic 
sites, and other swift and almost miraculous changes that 
have occurred in Southern California during the Jast half- 
century have generally obliterated all visible traces of 
these relics of a picturesque past; and few can now point 
out even the sites of these old army posts, above which 
once proudly floated the starry flag, and across whose 
old parade-grounds the bugles of cavalry and dragoons, 
and the martial music of the drums and fifes of infantry. 
once woke soldiery at Reveille, and sounded the Retreat 
as the sun sank into the western sea. 

On these venerable sites, even romance flourished at. 
times, during the interims between hostile operation: 
against red and white foes, and lovely eyes smiled gaily 
at soldier-beaux, at balls and receptions at these ancient 
posts. At these far-flung military outposts once were 
stationed regular army officers who became world- 
famous generals in the Union and Confederate armies

Tos days later, Fremont arrived in Los 
Angeles with his battalion, thus giving the city a garri- 
son of over one thousand soldiers, and making it, indeed, 
a great military post, calculated to hold in subjection 
the restless Spanish-American population of Southern 
California, which had recently. revolted against Ameri- 
can rule and had driven out Gillespie’s American troops, 
thus necessitating the reconquest of Los Angeles by 
Stockton. 

This first fort was never named; and when Stockton’s 
sailors and marines left the city on January 20, and 
marched away to San Pedro, work upon it was aban- 
doned. Fremont and his battalion were left to hold 
down the turbulent Angelenos; but he marched his men 
to San Gabriel, command of the city being then as- 
sumed by Colonel Cooke, who arrived with his Mormon 
battalion, on March 23, 1847. Soon after, Fremont's 
battalion was mustered out of service in Los Angeles; 
and Cooke was placed in military charge of Southern 
California, 3 

Rumors came to Cooke in early April that the Mexi- 
can government had sent a Mexican army to advance up- 
on California, attack the troops here, and recapture the 
province for Mexico. Cooke therefore ordered the con- 
struction of a strong fort to command our city, and to be 
located upon Fort Hill; and meanwhile a company of 
infantry was posted upon the hill, to guard it. 

The lines of this soa fort were laid out by Lieu- 
tenant J. W. Davidson of the First United States 
Dragoons, upon the same site as that of the first fort, 
but it was much larger in size, and was built by the 
soldiers of the Mormon battalion. Work on it was 

pushed as rapidly as possible, after it had been begun on 
April 23, 1847; and during its construction, Colonel 
Stevenson arrived in Los Angeles with two companies 
of his regiment of New York Volunteers. 

On May 13, Stevenson succeeded Cooke in military 
charge of Southern California, and pushed the work up- 
on this fort. In order to properly impress the revolu-

Benjamin D. Moore of the 
First United States Dragoons, 
who had been killed im the 
Battle of San Pasqual, not far 
from San Pedro, on December 
6, 1846. Stevenson's order named him as 
“one who was regarded by all who had the 
pleasure of his acquaintance, as a perfect 
specimen of an American officer, and whose 
character for every virtue and accomplish- 
ment that adorns a gentleman was only 
equalled by the reputation that he had ac- 
quired in the field for his gallantry as an 
officer and a soldier, and his life was sacri- 
ficed in the conquest of this territory (Call- 
fornia) at the Battle of San Pasqual.” And 
as “it is the custom of our country to confer 
on its fortifications the name of some dis- 
tinguished individual who has rendered im- 
portant service to his country,” Stevenson 
named this fieldwork Fort Moore. 

This fort was never wholly completed, be- 
cause the Mormon Battalion was mustered 
out of service on July 15, 1847, here in Los 
Angeles, and work upon the fort thereupon 
ended. 

It was situated along the eastern side of 
North Broadway, on the top of the bill, and 
extended a distance of nearly four hundred 
feet. It was an earthwork with embrasures 
for six cannon, but was not enclosed in its 
rear. If it had been attacked from its front, 
500 men could have defended it against sev- 
eral thousand assailants, but being open in 
the rear, a smaller force attacking it from 
that unprotected side could have captured 
the work. 

This rear of the fort overlooked the 
Canada de Los Muertos (the wide Ravine of 
the Dead,) a deep gulch along whose bottom 
ran the only road to the town cemetery.

Near San Pasqual in Southern California, 
Kearney met a body of volunteer Native- 
California lancers, who were not only well 
mounted, and expert in the use of their 
arms, but also were among the finest horse- 
men in the world. Having a poor opinion of 
the courage of the native Californians, 
Kearney rashly attacked them, although his 
own men were now mounted on half-starved 
mules, and ill prepared to meet the lances 
and Moorish tactics of the Californians. The 
latter by a feigned retreat managed to sepa- 
rate the American troopers and inflict a 
severe defeat upon them—the Americans 
suffering a heavy loss in killed and wounded. 
Captain Moore was killed while fighting 
bravely against the enemy; his body being 
later buried at Point Loma, in San Diego 
Harbor. 

After peace was declared between the 
United States and Mexico in 1848, Fort 
Moore was abandoned as a military post, 
but stood intact for thirty years. In 1884 
the Southern California Historical Society 
asked the City Council to turn over its site

The events that took place in California 
during the War with Mexico and led to the 
building of Fort Moore arose from the revolt 
of Southern California in the fall of the year 
1846, this uprisitg-“résuikted-in the expulsion 


of the American forces from Southern Cali- 


fornia by the Mexicans and Californians, 
after Stockton had taken possession of all 
California during that year. The American 
garrison of Los Angeles had been compelled 
to surernder and embark on a ship at San 
Pedro; and when Stockton had hurried 
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ed a force sent from San 
Pedro to retake Los Angeles; 
_ amd that Flores was now the 
governor and genera! of these 
daunted, Kearney pushed on toward San 
Diego across the desert, ascended the moun- 
tains, and there rashly attacked a superior 
body of wellmounted native Californian 
volunteer lancers, who badly defended him, 
causing him heavy loss, and imperilling his 
force, until Stockton heard of his plight and 
sent from San Diego a force to rescue him, 
and bring him thither. : 


After great exertions, Stockton got his 
land expedition ready, and on December 29, 
1846, it set out from San Diego for Los 
Angeles. It was composed of 394 sailors and 
marines acting as infantry; forty-seven 
sailors acting as artillery; fifty-seven United 
States dragoons; sixty volunteers; twenty- 
five Californians and Indians; three doctors 
and three Topographical Engineers, of 
whom Emory was one. By t exertions, 
Stockton had rigged up for land travel six 
pieces of artillery, of various calibers. His 
wagon-train was made up of a four-wheel 
carriage and ten native ox-carts (carretas) 
with solid wooden wheels, two feet in dia- 
meter. 


The progress of the column was very 
slow, and it was not until eight o'clock of 
their first day’s march that they reached 
their first watering and camping place, at 
Solidad. Next night they camped at the 
rancho of Alvear; and the evening of De- 
cember 31, 1846, brought them to the San 
Bernardo—having marched only thirty miles 
in the three days that they had been on 
the rough road, then the only means of land

The next mistake mothers make is feed- 
ing a child immediately aftér a crying spell 
or after a spell of irritability of one kind or 
another. 

The emotional influences are decidedly un- 
desirable. Under no circumstances should 


a child be fed immediately after a tantrum, 


after a spell of disobedience or after @ 
“spanking,” if such be given. 
Feeding During Excitement 


The child should not be fed immediately 
following great emotional excitement as, for 
instance, after a visit to a highly exciting 
motion picture or some similar event in his 
life. 
He should not be fed immediately after re- 
turning from play when he is hot, excited 


1 and still filled with the spirit of play. Under 


such circumstances it would be to his best 
interests if mother would insist that he lie 
dewn for ten or fifteen minutes until he * 
completely cooled off.“ 

Mental Gyrations 

Another mistake mothers make is the tell 
ing of stories or the telling of tales while 
the child is consuming his meal. 

The process of eating is more or less auto- 
matic while his mind undergoes the gyra- 
tions of his mother’s mind. 

True—there should be laughter, joy and 


| good spirits at a meal but that is vastly dif- 


ferent from hilarity, moroseness, sullerness 
or excitability. 

Easiness of mind favors easiness of di- 
gestion. The mind is intimately related to 
the body. They are one. Both should flow 
in an even channel, knowing neither one ex- 
treme nor the other. 

Mothers, study the mental aspects of the 
problem of diet. They are just as important 
as the physical!

The Protein Acids 

Since I am devoting this issue entirely to 
the technical aspects of the food question, I 
must also take you, my invisible army of 
readers, into the realms of chemistry. How- 
ever, T shall try to confine my general dis- 
cussion to the simpler principles of chemis- 
try, most of which are popularly known. 

We know, in the study of elementary 
physics and chemistry, that every compound 
is made of two groups, positive and nega- 
tive. The same is true in the formation of 
foods. Every molecule of food has a posi- 
tive and a negative portion. 3 

Chemically, proteins are made of negative 
elements, namely, carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, 
nitrogen and the earthy salts, phosphorous 
and sulphur. 

The NH? group predominates in all pro- 
tein substances. NH, by reason of its acid- 
producing nitrogen, forms considerable quan- 
tities of destructive acids and similar vol wate 
sons in the digestive system. 

When one consumes an over-balanced pro- 
tein diet and does not have the alkaline min- 
eral bases found largely in the fruits and 
vegetables, the secretions of the body 
speedily become hyperacid. 

If one does not consume the neutralizing 
alkaline bases in the form of the wholesome 
fruits and vegetables, the blood-stream must 
get these alkalis from some other source. 

The body economy seeks the easiest path 
—namely, the bones, hair, teeth and nails. 

When I make the blanket statement that 
there is seldom a case of baldheadedness“ 
without a preceding condition of hyper- 
acidity, it is this chemical relationship I 
have in mind—namely, mineral starvation. 


An illustratfon of this principle is found 
in the famous “Banting Cure of England. 

This “cure” is used to make stout people 
lean. It consists of the consumption of large 
quantities of lean meat with the exclusion of 
most other foods. 

This diet produces large amounts of nitro- 
gen, phosphorous and sulphur acids. Being 
deficient in the alkaline bases, these acids 
speedily consume the fat and consequently 
this diet is used as a fat destroyer. 

The other aspects of the “Banting Cure” 
are not told when the “cure” is taken. 


People who have been subjected to it in- 


variably develop the uric acid diseases 
rheumatism, heart disease, stones in the kid- 
neys or bladder, etc. 

Bearing in mind these principles, you can 
see why it is that the people who live on the 
highly “strengthening” foods, meats, eggs, 
fish, and so on, grow thin and pallid, while 
the primitive peasants of Europe and the 
oriental countries feeding on the coarse 
breads, tubers, vegetable and dairy products 
are so much stronger and sturdier. 

The proteins have their place in the diet, 
but when given a prepondering position, 
please remember the laws of acids and 
bases which are fundamental both in chem- 
istry and inside the body.

servatives or any other artificial means of 
abstraction partially destroys these precious 
vitamines. In fact, the less we change food 
from its natural manner, the state in which 
it grows, the more vitamines are present in 
such foods. 3 


It is largely for this reason that we recom- 
mend that at least 50 per cent of the total 
dietary consist of the natural, unfired 
fruits and vegetables which contain these 
precious vitamines in a larger proportion 
than perhaps any other group. 

Vitamine Fat Soluble A 


However to classify each of these vita- 
mines as to their individual merits. The 
first is vitamine fat soluble A. 

Its absence will stunt the growth of young, 
may produce emaciation or death and is the 
commonest cause of rickets. 

This vitamine, as the name indicates, is 
present in most of the fatty substances. 
Wholesome dairy milk, cream, butter, the 
yolk of eggs, cod liver oil, most of the fat 
sea-fish, spinach, lettuce, fresh peas, sweet 
potatoes, carrots, cabbage, tomatoes and 
corn contain this vitamine in considerable 
quantities. 

Meat contains it only in very small quan- 
tities, scarcely sufficient to maintain life. 

The fat soluble V vitamine as found in 
milk, cream and butter fats is es 
valuable. 

Annual Magnetism 

Not only are the dairy products charged 
with what is known as the life principle of 
fat soluble vitamine A, but it also contains 
something which strict vegetarians seldom 
look into—namely, the animal magnetism or 
animal life element. 

Where one is inclined to be intensely 
negative, recessive, shy, shrinking, weak, 
this animal magnetism is very necessary. 
It cannot be found in fruits and vegetables. 

It is largely for this reason that milk and 
its products help to make a rounded dietary, 
furnishing ail the ingredients necessary for 
the maintenance of life. 

Dairy Products and Vitamine A 

The absence of vitamine fat soluble A 
causes a very odd eye disease in the chil- 
dren of Central Europe and Russia. This 
disease is known as xerophthalmia or kera- 
tomalacia. 

This same vitamine seriously retards the 
growth of the new-born and it is for this 
reason that milk is so all-important, espe- 
cially during the first few weeks. , 

The quantity of vitamine A in milk de- 
pénds largely upon the way the cow or other 
animal is fed. When it has sufficient green 
pasture, it is rich in this substance. On the 
other hand, when it is fed the demineralized 
and devitalized refuse of breweries and cot- 
ton-seed cake, its content of vitamine A is 
considerably less. 

Vitamine B 

The next is water soluble B vitamine 
whose absence will be responsible for a mis- 
cellaneous group of diseases such as stunted 


glandular system. 
This vitamine is found principally in the 


fact, it ts found almost exclusively in 
plant foods. 

The absence of this vitamine so lowers 

the resistance that bacterial invasion in any 


In an experiment conducted by McCarri- 
son, pigeons were deprived of vitamine B. 
Almost every part of their body speedily be- 
came infected by pathogenic bacteria. 


Similar experiments with other animals 
have revealed the tremendous importance 
of this vitamine. 

Vitamine C 

Water soluble vitamine C, when it is ab- 
sent, creates diseases of bone and teeth de- 
ficiencies—-pyorrhea and caries of the teeth.

These emissaries brought to 
Commodore Stockton a letter from General 
Flores, who signed himself as the Governor 
and Captain-General of the Department of 
California, and proposed suspending hos- 
tilities in California—leaving the battle to 
be fought elsewhere between the United 
States and Mexico, upon which was to de- 
pend the fate of California. 


Stockton returned a curt and peremptory 
refusal to Flores's suggestion, and the peace 
commission returned whence they came, 
while the American column marched 
steadily on toward Los Angeles. Nine miles 
from Flores, the high land impinged so on 
the sea that the road lay along the sea beach 
for eight miles. Fortunately for the Ameri- 
cans, this day the tide. was out, and the 
road was hard, although the column 
stretched out to such a length that frequent 
halts had to be made, to let its rear catch 
up with those in front. Emory notes that 
this pass, if occupied by a foe, would pre- 
sent a difficult obstacle to overcome, but no 
enemy was yet in sight, so they passed 
through it safely, and camped late at night 
on the plain at the mouth of the stream 
leading from the Mission of San Juan 
Capistrano, at a spot about two miles from 
this mission—having marched eighteen 
miles. 

Emory notes that this mission then be 
longed to the Pico family; and speaka of 
the historic quake that almost destroyed it, 


in 1812, though he gives its date as 1822. 


7 On January 6, they made a long march of 
nineteen miles, to “the upper Santa Anna 
(Ana, ) a town situated on à river ot the 
same name. We were now near the enemy, 
and this town gave evidence of it. Not a 
soul was to be seen, the few persons remain- 
ing in it being old women, who on our ap- 
proach had bolted their doors. The leaders 
of the Californians, as a means of inciting 
their people to arms, made them believe that 
we would plunder their houses and violate 
their women!” 

The American column camped that night 
in a strong defensive position, between the 
town and the river, and hoped for a good 
nicht's rest—only to be made most uncom- 
fortable by a hurricane that brought with 
it clouds of fine dust that made sight diffi- 
cult and breathing a hardship. A well 
known occurrence, these “Santa Anas,” as 
the Southern Californians called them, but a 
phenomenon that the Southern Californians 
with Stockton hastened to assure the Ameri- 
cans were “most unusual here.“ 

Next morning, January 8, 1847, the column 
marched over a region devoid of wood or 
water, that gently dipped down to the ocean, 
which was in sight from their line of march 
here. At two p.m., they came in sight of the 
San Gabriel River, and sighted some squads 
of horsemen, who began to show themselves 
on both flanks of Stockton's column; and it 
became quite evident that the foe intended 
to dispute the passage of this river by the 
American troops. 

The progress of the column was neces- 
sarily slow, due to the slow pace of the oxen 
hauling their wagon-train, but as the enemy 
had not yet disclosed his plan of attack, the 
American column moved on toward the San 
Gabriel River in its customary arrangement 
when near the foe—the second division or 
battalion being in advance, with the first 
and third battalions on its right and left 
flanks respectively; the guard and a com- 
pany of volunteer carabiniers protecting the 
rear; and the cattle and wagon-train in the 
center; thus making “what the sailors wit- 
tily termed “A Yankee corral.” The Ameri- 
can artillery was distributed at the four cor- 
ners of this martial parallelogram. | 
| At this point, the San Gabriél was knee- 
deep and about one hundred yards wide. 
“The approach on our side was level: that 
on the enemy’s was favorable to him, with a 
bank fifty feet high and running parallel to 
the river, at point-blank cannon-distance, on 
which he now posted his artillery. As we 
neared the thicket (on the American side of 
the river,) we received the scattering fire of 
the enemy’s sharpshooters. At the same 
tune, we saw him place, four pieces of ar- 
tillery on the hill, so as to command the 
passage. A squadron of 250 cavalry just 
showed their heads above the hill, to the 
right of the battery, and the same number 
were seen to occupy a position on the left.”

“The Second 
Battalion was ordered to deploy as skirmish- 
ers and cross the river. As the line was 
about the middle ef the river, the enemy 
opened with his battery, and made the water 
fly with grape and round shot,” but the 
plucky sailors and bold marines pushed on 
undaunted in the face of this fire, and estab- 
lished themselves on the enemy’s side of the 
river, where they opened fire on the enemy. 


The American artillery was now ordered 
to cross the river, and here occurred the fa- 
mous incident, apocryphal perhaps, where u 
high American army officer is said to have 
protested, alleging that the guns would 
certainly be lost in the quicksands of the 
river-bed, if they tried to haul them across 
the river—whereupon the doughty commo- 
dore is said to have snorted out angrily and 
manfully: 

“Damn the quicksands! Over with them, 
and be blinkety-blank quick about it, ye 
sons-of-sea-guns”—or words to like effect! 


Inspired by this sentiment and deep-sea 


exhortation, the guns were unlimbered, and 
yanked across the river by the American 
sailors, and quickly placed in position on the 
other side of the river. “Our people, very 
brisk in firing, made the fire of the enemy 
wild and uncertain. Under this cover, the 
wagons and cattle were forced with great 
labor across the river, the bottom of which 
was quicksand. Whilst this was going on, 
our rear was attacked by a very bold charge, 
and repulsed (it). 

“Half way between the hill and the river, 
the enemy made a furious charge on our 
left fank. At the same moment, our right 
was threatened. The first and the second 
battalions were thrown into squares, and 


after firing one or two rounds, drove off the 


enemy. The right wing was ordered to form 
a square, but seeing the enemy hesitate, the 
order was countermanded; the First Bat- 
talion, which formed the right, was directed 
to rush for the hill, supposing that would 
be the contested point, but great was our 
surprise to find it abandoned.” 

This ended the Battle of The San Gabriel. 


The Californian leader then drew off and 


“pitched his camp in the hills in view, but 
when the morning came, he was gone. We 
had no means of pursuit, and scarcely the 
power of locomotion, such was the wretched 
condition of our wagon-train. The latter it 
was still deemed necessary to drag along, 
for the purpose of feeding the garrison, in- 
tended to be left in the Ciudad de Los An- 
geles, the report being that the enemy in- 
tended, if we reached that town, to burn and 
destroy every article of food.” 

Next day, January 9, 1847, the troops 
“commenced. our march leisurely, at nine 
o'clock, over the Mesa,“ a wide plain be- 
tween the River San Gabriel and the Rio 
San Fernando (Los Angeles River.) Scat- 
tering horsemen, and small reconnoitering 
parties hung on our flanks. After marching 
five or six miles, we saw the enemy’s line on 
our right, above the crest made by a deep

“Here Flores addressed his men, and 
called on them to make one more charge; 
expressed his confidence in their ability to 
break our line; (he) said that ‘yesterday he 
had been deceived in supposing that he was 
fighting soldiers.“ We inclined a little to 
the left, to avoid giving Flores the advan- 
tage of the ground to post his artillery; in 
other respects we continued our March on 
the Pueblo, as if he were not in view. When 


tillery at a long distance, and we continued 
our march without halting, except for a mo- 
ment, to put a wounded man in a cart, and 
once to exchange a wounded mule hitched 
to one of the guns. 

“As we advanced, Flores deployed his 
force, making a horse-shoe in our front, and 
opened his nine-pounders on our right flank, 
and two smaller pieces on our front. The 


shot from the nine-pounders on our flank. 


was se annoying that we hailed to silence 
them. In about fifteen minutes this was 
done, and the order ‘forward’ again given, 
when the enemy came down on our left 
flank in a scattering sort of charge, and not- 
withstanding the efforts of ou officers to 
make their men hold their fire, they, as is 
usually the case under similar circum- 
stances, delivered it whilst the Californians 
were yet about one hundred yards distant. 
This fire knocked many out of their saddles, 
and checked them. A round of grape was 
then fired upon them, and they scattered. 
A charge was made simultaneously with 
this, upon our rear, with about the same 


success. We all considered this as the be- 


ginning of the fight, but it was the end of 
it. The Californians, the most expert horse- 
men in the world, stripped the dead horses 
on the field, without dismounting, and car- 
ried off most of their saddles, bridles, and 
all their dead and woupded on horseback to 
the hills to the right.” 

“It was now about three o'clock, and the 
town (Los Angeles) was four miles distant. 
It was determined to cross the River San 
Fernando (Los Angeles River,) halt there 
for the night, and enter the town in the 
morning, with the whole day before us. 
After we had pitched our camp, the enemy 
came down from the hills, and 400 horse- 
men with the four pieces of artillery drew 
off toward the town, in order and regularity, 
whilst about sixty made a movement down 
the river, on our rear and left flank. This 
led us to suppose that they were not yet 
whipped, as we thought, and that we should 
have a night attack.” 

The next day, January 10, 1847, “just as 
we had raised our camp, a flag of truce, 
borne by Mr. Selis, a Castillian, Mr. Work- 
man an Englishman, and Alvarado, the own- 
er of the rancheria at the Alisos, was 
brought into camp. They proposed, on be- 
half of the Californians, to surrender their 
dear City of The Angels, provided we would 
respect property and persons. This was 
agreed to; but not altogether trusting to the 
honor of General Flores, who had once 
broken his parole, we moved into the town, 
in the same order we should have done as if 
expecting an attack. 

“It was a wise precaution, for the streets 
were full of desperate and drunken fellows, 
who brandishing their arms saluted us with 
every term of reproach. The crest, Over- 
looking the town, in rifle-range, was covered 
with horsemen, engaged in the same hos- 
pitable manner. One of them had on a 


dragoon's coat, stolen from the dead body of. 


one of our soldiers after we had buried him 
at San Pasqual. Our men marched steadily 
on, until crossing the ravine leading into the 
public square (Plaza,) when a fight took 
place amongst the Californians on the hill; 
one became disarmed, and to avoid death, 
rolled down the hill toward us, his adversary 
pursuing and lancing him in the most cold- 
blooded manner. The man tumbling down 
the hill was supposed to be one of our own 
vaqueros, and the cry of ‘Rescue him!’ was 
raised (by our men.) The crew of the 
Cyane, nearest the scene, at once, and with-

out any orders, halted and gave the man 


that was lancing him a volley; strange to 
say, he did not fall. Almost at the same 
instant, but a little before it, these Call- 
fornians on the hill did fire on our vaqueros. 
The rifles were then ordered to silence the 
hill, which a single fire effected, killing two 
of the enemy.” 

Stockton was now again in possse‘on of 
Los Angeles, and intended to hold it tight. 
So, on the next day, Emory “was ordered to 
select a site, and place a fort, capable of 
containing a hundred men; with this in 
view, a rapid reconnaissance of the town 
was made, and a pian of a fort sketched, so 
placed as to enable a small garrison to com- 
mand the town and the principal avenues to 
it. The plan was approved. .. (Next 
day) I laid off the work, and, before night, 
broke the first ground.” 

It rained all the following day, but Emory 
worked out the details of this first fort; and 
the sailors began work on it, although 
Emory was soon detached and ordered to 
San Diego on other duties. 

January 10 is therefore the anniversary 
of the final occupation of Los Angeles by 
American troops, and the American flag was 
then hoisted over it,

Men with the dread green 
banners passed backward and forward up 
and down the line, doubtless inciting their 
people, and at last the full volume of the 
songs swelled to the promise of victory. The

It might have boded ill with any who lay 
in their way of march, and was not of them. 
We remained hidden until the long proces- 
sion was gone. Happily, they went on un- 


aware of our presence that time, and we 


were secure though possibly a little shaken. 


The next’ time I came into contact with 
them was not quite so pleasant, though it 
was closer and the events were more de- 
tailed. 

It happened that a certain man, of con- 
siderable importance, became interested in 
our excavations at the temple of Tanit, and 
speedily became an enthusiastic amateur, 
and his imagination was stirred by the dis- 
covery of the sacrificial urns.

“"ANATICISM has been the strength of 
Africa, as well as its undoing. When 
the last reasoning is finished, it is probably 
bat to say that the nations that fight with 


their heads cool, the less emotional peoples, 


fight to success. They may for a while be 
carried off their feet by the impetuous 
rushes of the frenzied peoples, but they 
come back steadily and finally win. 

That is one of the causes lying behind 
the present situation in Africa. Her war- 
riors have been too fanatical to take long 
views, in the past, At the same time that 
frenzy has carried them through incidental 
warfare from time to time, and has won 
many signal, if terrible victories. — 


Fundamentally, fanaticism will persist in 
many parts of Africa for generations yet, 
and where fanaticism is, there is risk. It is 
useless to ignore it; useless—and worse, it 
is foolish to belittle it. ‘ 

It is by far better to take it into account, 

‘and prepare for it. At times the wiser 
course is to avoid the fanatics, speaking as 
an individual for the moment. At times it is 
better to hide from it. 

I have been in contact with the fanatics 
occasionally, sometimes by choice, looking 
for the survival of ancient practices, some- 
times by acident when it has swept upon 
me, and fortunately past me, in uncontrolled 
rage. Other people have not been so fortu- 
nate. 

I remember one case in point, where a 
young man intent on recording the music of

Throughout the dark continent, to this 
day, and throughout the history of the con- 
tinent from the time it began to have a 
recorded history, there are particularly lurid 
patches of extreme fanaticism which serve 
to interpret the people with whom one deals 
in Africa.

Seven stories high Medenine 
rises, and looks as though it was undecided 
which way to fall, so consents to remain up- 
right. The houses are built that way to re- 
pelinvasion. * 


Invasion has been their lot since the 
Carthaginians hunted for slaves and the Ro- 
mans and Saracens despoiled the land. For 
unending centuries, they have known no out- 
side influence that did not contain a threat. 
What wonder that they have developed a 
constant enmity for the stranger, and look 
upon him as safe only when he is dead? 


Or climb the mountains nearby, or look 
at the surface of the earth. In the moun- 
tains you will find the cavedwellers, and be- 
low the surface of the earth you will find 
whole villages stories deep, all dominated 
by one influence, the need for selt'protec- 
tion born of fear of strangers. 


Civilization finds the going very hard 
among these people. They prefer death to 
medicine administered by strangers, and 
their medicine-men work on their fear and 
superstition with cunning and set purpose. 
I remember that when there was an out- 
break of smallpox here the French authori-

ties decided that the natives should be vac- 
cinated. 

The result was a local war, not significant 
from either military or other reasons, but a 
sure indication of the unchanging mentality 
of the people. Rather than permit the 
strangers to touch them, their country, or 
their people, the inhabitants of this wild re- 
gion fought tooth and nail, trying to murder 
their visitors.

But it was not until the pick had dis- 
lodged the first indication of the actual sanc- 
tuary, and the army of workmen had un- 
covered the sacrificial urns that lay below 
yards of alluvial deposit that we were able 
to appreciate the frenzy that attended théir 
orgies, or the extent of their sacrifices.

It 
reaches everywhere, the same spirit domi- 
nates widely-separated peoples. 

Around our campfire in the Hoggar, not so 
long ago, the Tuaregs danced for us their 
dance of peace. In an amazingly short time 
they were in a frenzy. They threw them- 
selves about and contorted, and I perforce 
remembered that that was the way they be- 
gan when subtle intrigue turned them 
against that most peaceful man, Pere de 
Foucauld. 

When they had reached their climax, it 
was quite) easy to understand why De Fou- 
cauld died, and why, when the frenzy was 
passed, they could stand with us by his 
grave, d homage to the great saint.

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PLANTING NOTES 
By John A. Armstrong 
Caltfornia Plant Authority 

A “MODEL” HOME ORCHARD 

It le not possible to k outa 
selection of fruit trees a small 
home planting that will meet 
with the approval of every piant- 
er, because tastes differ and 
where space is limited, prefer- 
ence must be given to those 
fruits most enjoyed by the home 
owner. Nevertheless, there are 
certain varieties of each fruit 
that stand out above the others 
for general home use and the 
planter should make his selec- 
tion carefully. 

For a backyard planting of six 
fruit trees, all deciduous, you 
cannot go wrong on the follow- 
ing (months in which these 
0 , ripen are given): 

Hales Early Peach (White 
Freestone, June). 

J. H. Hale Peach (Yellow Free- 
stone, August). 

Royal Apricot (June). 

Santa Rosa Plum (June). 

Kadota Fig (White, July to Oc- 


tober). 

Stanwick Nectarine (August). 

A Hachiya Persimmon or 
Smyrna Quince might be substi- 
tuted for any of the above. 
Pears, apples and prunes are not 
to be recommended for planting 
in most of Southern California 
except in restricted districts, us- 
ually away from the coast. The 
same applies to the sweet cher- 
ries, although the sour cherries 
(of which Morello is the best) 
will thrive almost anywhere. 


A SUB-TROPICAL ORCHARD 

If the planter is more inter- 
ested in the more tender citrus 
and sub-tropical fruits, typical of 
Southern California, we can sug- 
gest one tree of each of the fol- 
lowing as a selection which 
would furnish an a of 
fruit for the home during almost 
the entire fear: 

Ripening Period: 

Washington Naval Orange (De- 
cember to April). 
Valencia Orange (April to No- 
vember). 
Eureka Lemon (Ripens all 
year). 

Marsh Seedless Grapefruit 
(February to September). : 

Algerian Tangerine (Decem- 
ber to March). 

Puebla Avocado (November to 
February). 
There are other fruits which 
may be included if space is avail- 
able, such as the Cherimoya, 
Sapota, Loquat and Tangelo, 
while other varieties of Avoca- — 
dos may be added, for this fruit 
is soon going to be indispensable 
in every Southern California 
garden. 


THE NEGLECTED LIME 

Another citrus fruit which 
does not seem to be fully appre- 
ciated in Southern California is 
the Lime. Limeade as a cooling 
drink in the summer time is con- 
sidered almost a luxury and yet 
these trees will do as well as the 
Lemon with us provided they are 
planted where the temperature 
does not go below 24°. The 
trees are smaller than Oranges 
or Lemons but bear heavy crops 
of fruit. 

The Lime usually seen in the 
soda fountains is the Mexican, a 
standard variety bearing an 
abundance of small, very acid, 
greenish-yellow fruits.

MONG the problems difficult, but not im- 

possible to be solved, which beset gar- 
den-making Angelenos, again and again re- 
curs the one of holding the soil on hillside 
sites so that the heavy rains which bless 
and worry Southern Californians shall not 
deftly and suddenly remove it. For this 
problem, one and another of the skilful 
Californian gardeners find interesting solu- 
tions -solutions as varied as the problem 
varies. 


Hillside sites have an undeniable fascina- 
tion. Once a person has lived on a hilltop, 
he is like to find the flat lowland monoto- 
nous; also, in other locations a property 
owner may wake to find his cherished out- 
look effectively blotted out by a tall build- 
ing. But the Cliff Dwellers of Hollywood 
and of other fastnesses may, if they choose 
their eyrie carefully, be sure of the abiding 
joy of a wide outlook that promises to be 
unvexed for many a year. The fitting of a 
house into these Alpine-like slopes is an 


undertaking which in itself makes for inter- 


esting architectural treatment, and compels 
more variety of line for the building, and a 
mere novel grouping of shrubs and trees in 
the plenting, than when the house must sit 
side by side with its fe'lows at exactly 
spaced distances, as children in school. 
Even if he be possessed of the desire to 
build and garden exactly like his neighbor, 
the owner of a steep hill-site cannot help 
doing something different all of which 
makes for interesting gardening. | 


R. de Steiguer’s place at the Hollywood 
entrance to Griffith Park commands a wide 
and beautiful view of the city which lies 
below, poetic in the distance. The living- 
room opens on a balustraded balcony, hich 
above the greensward on the south, but 
which is on a level with the entrance. From 
here, one looks down on house roofs and 
over the tops of trees to the distant grid. 
ironed area bisected as far as the eye can 
see, if one looks due south. by Western 
Avenue. Back of the house is the private 
drive, with ample room for a car to turn 
comfortably, but from the driveway the 
bank rises steeply, so steeply that from the 
poinsettias which mark the northern bound- 
ary one looks down on the roof of the 
heuse and it's not a one-story house, either. 


Interesting as such a site is, the holding 
of it is another matter. Rain often disputes 
a man's legal title to the ground, and re- 
moves the excellent top-soil. Concrete re- 
taining walls are, of course, one answer; 
but too much concrete is depressing; it 
gives one the sense of living in an elab- 
-Orately built-up mausoleum, or of having 
taken refuge in a fortress, with battlements 
and buttresses stout enough to withstand a 
siege. One likes about his home the sense 
of Mother Earth, the sense of gardens and 
flowers, as well as of security. This, Mr. de 
Steiguer has contrived. 


The approach to the house is admirably 
managed. The highway winds steeply 
around the so-called “terrace” which Madam 
Nature made rather like a young Ararat. 
Mr. de Steiguer’s. private drive strikes in 
from a point just a bit below the entrance 
level, and after a slight rise, runs level to 
the rear of the house, where it curves 
around a wide, circular grass-plot bordered 
with roses, making turning a simple matter 
even with a large car a blessed change to 
the visitor from the many places where in- 
gress and egress must be managed with 
mathematical exactitude under penalty of 
a bump. This wide space not only gives a 
sense of security, but also insures abundant 
light and air to the house. The steep em- 
bankment is held in by a planting of myrtle 
and plumbago, while to the northeast, past 
a path that leads up to an attractive little 
garden house, the steep slope is terraced— 
narrow terraces on which are grown flowers 
for picking, chrysanthemums, stocks, snap- 
dragons, carnations and the like. Here, 
also, are young fruit trees of every sort 
apple, pear, plum, peach, apricot, nectarine 
besides such subtropicals as sapote, cheri-

moya, pomegranate. Along the northern 
boundary where now poinsettias are in gay 
bloom for the holidays, are grapevines 
which, in their season, produce heavily. 
They yielded nearly a ton last autumn and 
do not object in the least to the secondary 
crop of poinsettias. 


South of the house, from the balcony, one 
leoks off to the city in the distance, and the 
steep slope to the highway is terraced—a 
series of terraces grassed over with turf; as 
green and as beautifully kept as an English 
garden. The lowest terrace, just above the 
retaining wall that borders the highway, is 
guarded by tall Eugenias (E. Myrtifolia) 
clipped in a narrow pyramidal form; these 
are set like sentinels at equal distances. 
alternating with the duller green of Retinos 
poras. The terraces above are defined by 
box, clipped in a rounded form, much 
shorter than the Eugenias. This effect-—the 
grassed terraces set off by clipped ever- 
greens suggesting the topiary work at the 
Hunnewell gardens at Wellesley in Cali- 
fornia 
greens placed at the terrace edge give the 
sense of security that a balustrade would 
give; a'so, the planting and the turf to 
gether keep the soil in place. : 

On this southerly terraced: slope all the 
planting is ornamental. Besides the rather 
formal planting of the Eugenias and the 
box, are flowering trees -flowering peach, 
flowering cherry, and the like set at inter 
vals on the upper terraces. They must be 
lovely at blossomtime. These might have 
been grouped at the sides if one preferred 
an open lawn, leaving sentine! duty entirely 
to the clipped evergr-ens. 


Very well placed, near the house, is a wil 
low tree which an Easterner would guess to 
be about twenty years old, but which is only 
a four-year-old; the willow and a handsome 
little tangerine mark the‘end of the lawn and 
the formal planting; beyond this, toward the 
east, the planting is more irregular. A fine 
live oak group, which, barring some Cali- 
fornia holly, made up the plant life on the 
place four years ago, stands part way down 
the slope to the southeast of the house, and 
a path just above the retaining wall runs 
along the southeast boundary of the prop- 
erty; here, the bank is covered with ivy. 
and near the live oak is an interesting little 
rock garden. Up the oak runs a purple 
flowered wistaria, and from under it, farther 
up the bank, one sees the brilliant sand 
verbena and mesembryanthemum; near the 
oak are ferns of many varieties, and below 
the little rock garden are Azaleas of many 
sorts. A. Amoena was already in bloom: 
here, also, were a few Rhododendrons. The 
little path, made of stepping-stones, curves 
around, ending at the drive with scarlet- 
berr:ed Pyracantha as a hedge beside it. A 
mass of this Pyracantha holds the soil at 
the corner by the drive, giving both green. 
ery and color, and where it borders the 
drive it is clipped hedge fashion. 

Wherever there is place for them, are 
flowers; Callas near a tiny tool house, Cin- 
erarias, Cyclamen, blue-flowering Myrtle, 
and pale blue Plumbago, standard tree roses

Mr. de Steiguer has used a wide variety 
of shrubs and plants and all seem admirably 
grown; there is also great variety in the 
planting and abundance of flowers, though 
to my mind the most interesting features 
are his grassed terraces guarded by the 
clipped evergreens and the little rock gar- 
den with its interesting collection of ferns. 
A hillside garden holding affords the owner 
a chance to do any number of diverting 
forms of gardening; there is always some- 
thing different one may do and in its invita- 
tion to adventurous gardening lies some- 
thing of its fascination. 

Lawn Making " 

Lawn making in California is a notable 
achievement. Evidently the growing of 
flowers is vastly easier. The chief foe of 
the luscious emerald tarf which every lawn- 
making gardener has in mind is Devil Grass. 
it is as persistent as original sin. Accord- 
ing to George Wallace of Alhambra, Who 
has had an excellent lawn for many a year, 
the “trick” is watchfulness during the first 
eight months. The ground should be well 
prepared, the soil pressed down firmly, then

the grass seed sown. As soon as the young 
grass is well up begins the watch for Devil 
Grass. Any observed should be carefully 
rooted out. When young, its deep, under- 
ground roots are not established and pulling 
it out is comparatively easy. If, during the 
first eight months, this grass is kept out, 
then the lawn becomes well established and 
the gardener will have little difficulty if he 
keeps it well watered. 


It is wise, when buying grass seed, to de 


scribe your soil to your preferred nursery- 
man or seedsman, who will be able to fit it 
with the seed best adapted. 

For growing between garden stepping- 
stones, dwarf Sweet Alyssum is very goo, 
and in the patio there is nothing prettier 
than the Korean grass, peculiarly soft in 
texture and of a very delicate color; it is 
also very persistent. 

Plantings: Flower seeds may be sown for 
early blooming; Bulbs may still be planted 
—Ranunculus, Lilies, Amaryliis, 
thus, Narcissus, Iris, Gladiolus, Anemones.

Does Well With 
Near the Coast 


COSTA MESA.—It is sald that there is 
an exception to every rule, and so, in spite 
of the general experience that citrus fruit 
is not grown profitably close to the coast 
line of Orange county, successful little cit- 
rus groves are found there, nevertheless. 
One of these belongs to D. B. Messing. 


Mr. Messing came here seven years ago 


and planted oranges, walnuts and avocados 
on a ten-acre tract. He had had no experi- 


‘ence in the cultivation of citrus fruit, but 


he applied himself and worked hard, and 
the results have surpassed his expectations. 
His trees are thrifty and loaded with fruit, 
which he reports to rank as high in quality 
as that from orchards in the interior of Or- 
ange county, 

The Citrus Growers’ Exchange, of . 
Mr. Messing is a member, picks, ships and 
markets his oranges, and he says his aver- 
age net income from the fruit is about 
$2000 a year. His walnut crop last 
year. was only about. 50 per cent as 
large as those of previous years, but he ex- 
pects a good crop in 1927. His avocados 
are seedlings, but return him an ‘average 
of $10 a tree, he says. 


He reports that he has never lost any 


fruit from frost or cold weather, and that he 
has not had to resort to smudging so far. 


He believes the coast country is well adapt- 


ed to the production of avocados in so far 
as climate is concerned, but that they re- 
quire much care and proper cultivation 1 
as elsewhere. 

He finds time to care for a flock of 500 « 
laying hens which, he says, average about 
350 eggs a day. The eggs are collected by 
the local poultrymen’s association twice a 
week, and bring the owner an average price 
of 35 cents a dozen the year round. He de- 
pends on White Leghorns for his eggs, but 
also raises Barred Plymouth Rocks and 
Rhode Island Reds, selling from 300 to 400 
friers every War for which he gets from 
35 to 40 cents a pound live weight on the 
ranch. He regards his poultry as a profit- 
able sideline. 

Across the street from the Messing ranch 
are the St. Clair lemon and orange orchards 
which have never failed to produce big 
crops. Four acres of St. Clair lemon trees 
are expected to yield as large a crop this 
season as any other — area in lemons 
in the

foolishness. And the man who is willing to 
go out and garden after dark when every 
body else is taking it easy is at least indus- 
trious and is hardly apt to be the kind that 
will neglect his crops after they get out of 
the ground. Maybe that is the reason the 
folks who plant by lunar rules usually have 
such good gardens. 


The Department men, with an earnest- 
ness that inclines one to smile, go on to ex- 
plain that lunar light is not strong encugh 
to have any effect whatever on plants. They 
admit (cautiously, it would almost appear) 
that the moon may produce tides and turn 
the heads of lovers, but they snort at the 
old idea of an association between moon- 


shine and crop growth. 


That’s that, of course, for the scientific 
gentlemen at Washington have undoubted- 
ly sat up many a night with seeds and in- 
fant plants satisfying their skeptical souls 
on the matter. They are thorough, those 
laboratory-minded men, if nothing else. But 
the gullible, old-fashioned gardeners who 
grow such good crops planting on a moon- 
light schedule will go right on in their fg- 
norance doing things to suit themselves. 
They'll smile at the newspaper reports on 
the Departmeat's comments and consult the 
almanac just the. same. Their granddads 
did it and their grenddads were good gar- 
deners. There may be something in it, and 
there may not, they'll say, but there's no 
harm in following che old methods. And 
science isn’t goiag to suffer any because of 
it either. 


HELP POLLEN LONGEVITY 


Arabian date growers have from time 
immemorial practiced artificial date pol- 
lenization. Experiments in holding pollen 
of early blooming male date palms to pol- 
lenize early blooming females the follow- 
ing season in California and Arizona have 
not been successful hitherto. Following 
tests conducted by two State University 
botanists, a summary of their work has 
been published on the longevity of pollens 
and it is asserted that if the date pollen 
is properly stored it will live over a year 
and may be used usccessfully. Proper 
storing, indeed, is vital in making many 
other tree pollenizations where late 
blooming and early blooming varieties are 


used as the parents.

Its Second Year 


ONTARIO.—The first year’s work of the 
Chaffey squab station of Chaffey Junier Col 
lege has been completed, and Ray R. Del 
hauer, its superintendent, reports satisfac- 
tory and encouraging During the 
coming year, it is expected, the station will 
become self-supporting. Mr. Delhauer says 
that while the squab industry can never 
rank with poultry or rabbit raising, he be- 
lHieves it has great possibilities in connec- 
tion with these industries. After a pigeon 
plant is once established and the habits and 
feeding of the birds are understood, he says, 
very little labor is required to keep it going. 


During the past year it was discovered at 
the station that superior squabs can be pro- 
duced with a simple grain mixture of milo, 
King Phillip corn, wheat and Manchurian or 
Canadian peas, omitting the hemp, millet 
and other more expensive feeds. The ec- 
onomic value of the small unit loft seems 
to have been demonstrated, also. Mr. Del- 
hauer believes that all lofts should have ce- 
ment floors. 


Last summer a new unit with a capacity 
for eight lofts holding five pairs each was 
built. The old lofts were built for ten pairs 
each. While some squabs and breeding 
birds were sold during the year, much of 
the stock was retained for breeding purpos- 
es during 1927. 

Twenty-five pairs of pigeons were entered 
by seven breeders at the station last sea- 
son. Of these but five birds died, two from 
canker and three from “going light.” Dur- 
ing the year 306 birds were hatched. One 
pen of five pairs produced eighty squabs, 
weighing a total of 112 5-8 pounds, the 
squabs being weighed at an age of twenty- 
five days. During the year, 3236 pounds of 
feed and 704 pounds of grit were consumed 
by the birds.

Superintendent Hammond re- 
ports that there will be over 2300 head of 
chickens, turkeys, ducks, geese and bantams 
on display, while 1500 pigeons and over 600 
rabbits on the two top floors will fill the 
building to capacity. The bantam show 
alone will comprise 600 specimens of the 
midget fawl. In the regular classes, Rhode 
Island Reds, White Plymouth Rocks and 
Australorps give promise of greatest num- 
bers, there being 200 specimens of each of 
these varieties entered for competition.

Tree Pruning 


By PAUL & WILLIAMSON, 
Agricultural Pxtension Service. 
Pruning is one of the most important cul- 
tural operations the orchardist performs. It 
affects his pocketbook in three different 
ways, all beneficial. First, well pruned 
trees produce more fruit than their poorly 
pruned competitors, so the orchardist gets 
quantity production; next, the properly 
pruned tree produces larger fruit, with less 
injury from wind and disease, so he gets 
quality production, and, last, it is easier to 
spray and pick the fruit from a well-pruned 
tree, so he has economy of production as 
well. 


Of all the pruning operations, those that 
relate to the young tree are the most im- 
portant. A few snips of the pruning shears 
when the tree is little, and you may have 
either an accessible, strong, well-balanced 
tree, or one that is hard to handle, with 
weak crotches and poorly placed limbs that 
will have to be taken out later. 


Trees have individuality and this makes 
each one a separate problem for the pruner, 
but if he understands a few of the princi- 
ples of plant growth his job is easier and 
more interesting. Perhaps the most import- 
ant thing to keep in mind is that tree 
growth is sacrificed every time a branch is 
cut off. An unpruned tree will make more 
total growth and have a larger trunk than a 
pruned tree. This is logical enough, for the 
leaves are manufacturing plants for the 
making of plant food, and if you take some 
of the factories away, less food is made. 
This has been proved by experiment, as 
well as by reason. This being the case, the 
prudent orchardist takes away no wood un 
less there is a good reason for it. 

One of the most obvious reasons for tak 
ing some wood out is to shape the tree so 
that it will be easy to spray, thin and pick 
the fruit and so that the crop will be even- 
ly distributed. It is desirable to have a 
limited number of main limbs. We often 
find old trees that have from ten to fifteen 
main branches, all coming out of the trunk 

at one point. This makes a weak crotch 

and forms a tree difficult to get_into. Three 
or four limbs, each branching into from six 
to eight secondary limbs, beginning at five 
or six feet from the ground, will give as 
much fruiting area and will be far more 
satisfactory. 

With some varieties of trees, such as the 
Hardy pear, for example, the only way to 
force side buds to throw out laterals where 
they are wanted is to cut back to these 
buds. “Heading back,” as this is called, is 


done solely for the purpose of shaping the 


tree. 

Just as heavy W tends to discourage 
the growth of a tree, the pruning of a limb 
tends to discourage the growth of that par- 
ticular part of the tree. This is contrary 
to the popular belief of a few years ago, 
but it has been proved over and over that 
such is the case. Therefore, to encourage 
any branch or portion of a tree, it is essen- 
tial to prune such parts lightly in compari- 
son with the branches or parts with which 
it may compete. 

In this connection attention should be 
ealled to the evil results of even cutting. If 
two shoots forking from the same branch 
are headed evenly, the probability is that 
they will develop evenly with the resultant 
mechanically weak sharp-angled crotch. If 
the shoot which best continues the general 
direction of the framework of the tree is 
given the advantage, it will grow strong 
and if the second shoot is cut shorter, It will 
develop into a minor fruiting branch with a 
strong, broad-angled crotch. 

If the man behind the shears will remem- 
ber that all pruning is expensive hs far as 
tree growth goes, and at the same time will 
realize that a well shaped tree that can be 
worked properly is necessary, he will bal- 
ance the two principles and be well repaid 
with both more and better fruit produced

Banning’s Ingenious 
Water System 


BANNING.—Man’s “ingenuity has found 
many ways for the development and storing 
of water in Southern California, and one of 
the most unique of these is that of the Ban- 
ning Water Company, which supplies the 
domestic water for the 2500 people of the 
town, as well as for 3300 acres under irriga- 

n 


Banning is situated at the mouth of a 
canyon which extends back into the moun- 
tains for a few miles. Water was developed 
from a chain of four shallow wells in this 
canyon. As they could not produce enough 
water during the drier summer months, 
storage was the next problem. The ex- 
pense for a surface reservoir was consid- 
ered too great so it was decided that several 
natural underground reservoir sites could 
be utilized at a comparatively small outlay. 
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Lateral ditches from the small creek in 
the canyon were extended into these fats 
and the surface water from rains and melt. 
ing snows is spread. When the under 
ground reservoirs are filled, rest of the 
water is carried down an open ditch bullt of 
boulders laid in cement for some distance 
and then diverted into a 16-inch pipe-line 
4300 feet long which extends to Well No. 1, 
at the lower end of the largest underground 
reservoir. This well is 130 feet deep and a 
stream of water flows into it even in Aug- 
ust. It is held as a reserve after the three 
wells farther down have been exhausted. 
Well No. 2 is connected with No. 1 by a 16- 
inch pipe line 5200 feet long and the water 
power developed above it is sufficient to op- 
erate a large turbine pump. The other wells 
are similarly connected, so that each well is 
operated by the water power developed 
from the well above, while the first well is 
served by water from the stream in the 
creek except when the water is too low. In 
such cases electric power is available. 


Water for the city of Banning is diverted 
a short distance below Well No. 4. During 
the irrigation season of seven months about 
1000 inches of water are required for the 
orchards around Banning. 


It requires the services of nine men to 
operate the entire system, and the superin- 
tendent declares that for its size it is one 
of the most economical in the Southwest. A 
tender is stationed at each pump, two ditch 
riders distribute the water to the orchards 
and two men are employed to keep up the 
open ditches and divert the surface water. 
A book-keeper in the office completes the 

rce. -

The California Dairy Council recently is- 
sued a statement regarding the votes cast 
at the last election on the anti-oleomarge- 
rine bill. Although the measure was defeat- 
ed, the council's report shows that fifteen 
agricultural counties of the State gave it 
an affirmative vote. Merced county led the 
list with a total of 72 per cent of its votes 
in favor of the bill. Modoc stood second on 
the list with 71 per cent, followed in order 
by .Kings county with 68 per cent; Stanis- 
laus, 67 per cent; Imperial, 64 per cent; Del 
Norte, 63; Humboldt, 60; Glenn, 58; Colu- 
sa, 56; Siskiyou, 54; Ventura, 52; San Joa- 
quin, 51, and Lassen, San Luis Obispo and 
Sonoma, each 50 per cent. 


The King C. Gillett Ranch of 3200 acres, 
formerly a part of the famous San Julian 
land grant at Las. Cruces, has been sold to 
H. C. Nutting of Los Angeles, who plans 
to displace the beef cattle there with 
sheep, already shipped to the place from 
a big Arizona breeding flock. The bulk 
of the grant is still intact and is owned by 
the Dibblee estate, breeders of Shorthora 
cattle. 


McGrath Brothers of Oxnard have bought

“The demand for feeder cattle continues 
to be strong, with the supply limited be- 
cause of heavy storms in the range coun- 
try. According to a recent report from the 
California Cattlemen's Association, it is not 
probable that many range men will try to 
gather and deliver many more feeders until 
early spring. 


Total payments for butter fat in Tulare H 


county during the month of November were 
reported to have been nearly $225,000. This 
is an increase of $20,000 over the previous 
month. 


The normal annual membership cancella- 
tion in co-operative associations where 
yearly contracts are made is 10 per cent, 
according to R. H. Hagen, assistant manag- 
ing director of the California Cattlemen's 
Association.

With Florida's . 

The avocado e one of Calffornia’s 
most agricultural youngs 
has cast of ite swaddling clothes and 
has become a real man-sised activity. An 
occasion signaling this change was the re- 
cent shipment of a full carlot of California 
avocados to Chicago, where the car was to 
be broken up for reshipment to other East- 
ern and Middle-West markets. According 
to George B. Hodgkin, manager of the Cali- 
fornia Avocado Growers’ Exchange, this 
shipment begins a new era in the avocado 
industry, as from now on the Eastern mark- 
ets will be supplied regularly with the lus- 
cious butter-fruit of the Golden State. Mr. 
Hodgkin has just returned from the East, 
where he succeeded in making many valu- 
able marketing contacts for the exchange, 
having especially devoted himself to mak- 
ing known to cooks and chefs in cafes and 
hotels the qualities of the California prod- 
uct. He is enthusiastic over the possibil- 
ties in the East for the type of fruit grown 
Florida has long 
held market supremacy in avocados, but 
Mr. Hodgkin believes that the superior qual- 
ity of the Southern California avocado will 
eventually win this prestige for the South- 
land. 

The first straight carload of California 
avocados left Los Angeles December 17, a 
refrigerator express, containing 2160 boxes 
of fruit, valued at $12,000. The first attempt 
this season to put California avocados on 
the Eastern markets in quantity was a ship 
ment of 616 boxes earlier in the fall. These 


went principally to New York, although 


some were marketed as far south as Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 

During the past three years the produc- 
tion of avocados in California has increased 
very rapidly, according to the exchange 
manager. The yield in 1924 was 200,000 


pounds. in 1925, 300,000 pounds, and last

cents per pound, in “1926, 263,579 pounds at 
an average of 40 cents per pound, and in 
1926 sales are estimated to have reached 
400,000 pounds, with a slight increase in the 
average price per pound. 

During the past few months, the prices 
have. naturally dropped from the exceeding- 
ly high point which was maintained while 
fruit was scarce earlier in the season. The 
price on Western markets has been driven 
down, and some markets oversupplied with 
fruit from outside growers. 

The wind damage to avocados during the 
first part of December, according to ex- 
change report, did not exceed 5 per cent. 
The heaviest damage was said to have been 
done along Foothill Boulevard, and in Ven- 
tura and Santa Barbara counties. 

The California Avocado Growers’ Ex- 
change now has 350 members, as compared 
with 167 members on December 31, 1925, 
Mr. Hodgkin reports, The membership 
books closed December 31, not to be — 
until August 31, 1927. 


To Study Walnut Costs

production. L. W. Fluharty, farm manage- 
ment specialist of the service, is working 
with the local office in planning for this im- 
portant work.
